Quietly hidden between 
spreading trees and the shadow 
of the Fish and Game 
Department is the student Day 
Care Center which has recently 
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been threatened with financial 
failings. 

The center is directed by Mrs. 
Petey Dodson; with head teacher 
Mrs. Pat Vega, two part time 
teachers, and a crew of paid 
students and volunteers. They 
operate on an eight-month basis 
with a morning session (8-12) 
and an afternoon session (1-5). 
This provides day care to 75 
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Handle With Care 


(optimum 90): two-to-four year- 
olds whose parents are full-time 
students at the university. Each 
student can enroll his child for 
five half-days per week either 
free or on a sliding scale based 
on income from $.17 to $.80 per 
hour. 

Recause they want to provide 
quality care at low costs to as 
many students as possible, they 
are now searching for funds 
beyond parent fees and the 


$12,000 from the Hornet 
Foundation 
They first attempted to get 


federal funding. This approach 
was blocked by bureaucratic 
red-tape and misinterpretations 
The problem lay with the 


federal stipulation for, one 
licensed individual per 15 
students and one paid or 


volunteer adult per five students 
Further, to get the free or 
nominal cost services those using 
the center meet certain 
welfare standards: |.) a current 
welfare recipient, 2.) a former 
welfare recipient, or 3.) a 


must 


potential welfare recipient 

Interpretation of the word 
“potential” is the crux of the 
problem 

Because the center believed 
that an unemployed male parent 
(Or single parent) would 
constitute “potential” welfare 
recipient, they thought they 
could qualify 60 or more 
students for federal funds. 

The State Education 
Department who distributes 
federal money counters that a 
student has willfully taken 
himself out of the job market. 
therefore cannot be considered 
unemployed; and as such is not 
classified a “potential welfare 
recipient’’. Under this new

interpretation the center could 
only certify about 20 students 
thus charging the others as much 
as $1.05 per hour 

[his amount puts the center 
out of the reach of most 
Student-parents. As a result, the 
center has put aside this form of 
aid until or unless the 
“potential” or other stipulations 


can be made in favor of the 
center and beneficial to more 
students 

Mrs. Dodson believes that there 
1S a genuine “need for our 
services on campus and we 
should provide a healthy 


environment for the children.” 
She is also interested in opening 
the facility to as many students 
as possible. 

To do this, the center must 
have funds. In an effort to 
acquire money, Petey Dodson 
made a piea to the student 


senate for $22,158.70. This is a 
revised budget down from the 
proposed $48,000 under federal 
funding. 





Pat Vega, head teacher 
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ASCSUS President Arturc 
Avina turned the matter over to 
the Board of Fiscal Matters, 
recommending passage if funds 
are available 


The Board of Fiscal Matters 
feels funds are available and 
passed a motion ‘'To 
recommend to the Senate that 


$22,158.70 be taken from the 
General Reserve for the 
Proposed budget request from 
the Child Care Center and that 
all revenues trom the Center be 
returned to the General 
reserve "’ Mrs. Dodson expects 
to be able to return $5,000 to 
the General fund from fees paid 
by participating parents 

This is for the 1972-73 school 
year and does not provide for 
continued funding to make the 
center a 


permanent program. 
Mrs. Dodson feels that “enough 
married students pay into 
student tunds to validate a 


request trom the center to make 
it an “on-going” program paid 
for by student organizations.

Education Needs a Face Lift

The wind and rain created 
havoc on three lone picketeers, 
carrying their signs to show their 
displeasure with the problems 
existing within the Education 
Department. * WatMongers and 
Racists” the slogans read. 

The department has recently 
come under attack by students 
who had grown tired of 
procedural run-arounds, while 
trying to have their grievances 
heard. 

Later on, in the day, the 
Committee to Rebuild 
Education hosted a meeting so 
that any grievances could be 
heard openly and honestly. 
Arturo Avina, Student Body 
President, opened the meeting 
stating that he was there only to 
support the committee, not to 
lead it. He hoped only to point 
out the difficulties in process 
matters where student input was 
concerned 


as 


They include the Advisory 
Council, chief implementer of 
policy within the department, 
and three standing committees 
in which students have equal 
representation with faculty. Of 
the 18 student positions 
available only four students are 
presently participating. 


Explanations for lack of 
participation was not due to 
apathy, as one member 
explained, but due to the 
pre-conceived notions of what 
would occur once on_ those 
committees. “Past experience 
has shown us that students are 
ntimidated by the faculty, and 
unwilling to express 
themseives.’’ “‘Those are 
faculty-oriented boards 
anyway, another student said. 
“And nothing much goes on 
anyway.”

“Students have the right to be 
full-fledged members in the 
governing process,” he said, “the 
end result being student 
participation on committees 
which decide tenure, promotion, 
hiring and retention” of 
professors. This is necessary he 
feels because “the students are 
the recipients of that 
education.” 

“Now there is no visible part 
that the students play in their 
own education.” 


Although the purpose of the 
meeting had been to discuss 
some of the problems in the 
department, including charges of 
discrimination, deception, and 
relevancy, the committee 
members often found themselves 
under attack. 


It was disclosed that committee 


did exist for student 
participation in the department, 
but that students did not 


concern themselves with those 
boards 


Michael Millerick, President of 
Student California Teachers 
Association, and recipient of 
many attacks himself at the 
meeting, was personally 
concerned at the tactics used 
before and during the meeting. 
The organizers were chastised 
for the techniques used and signs 
which described the department 


He announced that he was not 
in agreement with C.A.R.E., nor 
did he like their process. He felt 
that the committee should have 
gone to the Educational Council 
for facilitating involvement in 
Education 


Dean McKoane, Ass. Dean of 
Student Activities, expressed her 
own displeasure with 4a 
committee which accused people 
publically of things they were 
not privately made aware of 
And later, Jim Holden the 
Ombudsman, addressed the 
audience, informing them of the 
procedures already in existence 
to hear student grievances 


Later, members of the 
committee agreed, that the 
tactics used were indeed 
unfortunate, but necessary to 
build enthusiasm on the parts of 
the students. “Agreed, that the 
instances cited have been 
isolated, but all students in the 
department suffer these 
exact things.” 


from 


Most student complaints 
surrounded the idea that classes 
are full of statistics that are no 
longer useful once in the field. 
Students, for instance, aren't 
taught how to react with 
children of difference ethnic 
backgrounds. “‘When I got out in 
the field,’ Chris Marino stated, 
‘‘| suffered from cultural 
shock.” 


Each year protessors in the 
department face a committee 
which deals with their tenure or 
retention. Many of the students 
expressed the concern that many 
excellent faculty members had 
already been fired from the 
department or were under fire 


this year. 
Most input was that the 
Committee to Rebuild 


Education should concern itself 
with the individual grievances, 
but should also concern itself 
with dealing with the issues of 
bettering teaching effectiveness, 
getting students interested in the 
existing grievance procedures, 
and trying to go on the state 
level to push for student 
participation on those 
committees dealing with 
promotion, tenure, retention 
and hiring. 

Monica Marron, student 
senator from Education, made it 
clear that she would go back to 
the senate and ask for an 
investigation of the department 


The overwhelming feelings 
were that gievances had to be 
brought to the attention of the 
department, ind dealt with more

Curious about the specific 
University policies violated. this 
reporter contacted Dean 
McKoane, Associate Dean for 
Activities and Housing, and 
discovered that although he 
Office had received countless 


complaints requesting the 


volume be lowered the 
McGovern folks had cooperated 
when requested to

The McGovern people had 
scheduled the quad until 3 pm 
and at 3:10 pm Dean McKoane 
requested that the amplifiers be 
turned off. Not receiving any 
cooperation, she called campus 
security who arrived on the 
scene at 3:45 pm, shortly after 
the music stopped. Apparently 
the only mistake the McGovern 
people made was not requesting 
an extra hour when they 
scheduled their event.

Parking Troubles MAY Be Over 


At long last there may be an 
answer to the parking lot fiasco. 
It may, however, require action 
by the students. 

Senate Bill 148, carried by 
Senators Way (R) and Rodda 
(D), provides for the transfer of 
50 per cent of the fines and 
forfeitures collected for 
violation of campus parking 
regulations to the university 
(The revenues currently go to 
the city or county) 


The bill now provides that the 
funds will go towards “the 
acquisition, construction, 
Operation, and maintenance of 
motor vehicle parking facilities” 
and “for the study of alternative 
methods of transportation for 
the students and employees of 
the California Universities and 
Colleges.” 

The bill has hit a barrier in the 


Ways and Means Committee, 
chaired by San Francisco 
Assemblyman Willie |. Brown 


Assemblyman Brown would like 
the bill to stipulate specifically 


that the funds are to be used for 


the purpose of finding 
alternative methods of 
transportation. Brown. strictly 


Opposes construction of more 
parking lots. 
The bill has been tabled until

Saturday at Santa Ana Bowl 
Sacramento is 2-7 overall and 
finished 1-4 in the Far Western 
Conference with last week’s 
narrow 14-13 victory over CSU 
San Francisco. Fullerton has a 
5-4 overall record and is 2-2 in 
the California Collegiate Athletic 
Association. 

The Hornets - who were 
without the services of starting 
quarterback Mike Teresa at San 
Francisco, will probably start 
with senior Ron Centerwall in 
the signal-caller’s spot against 
Fullerton.

The Media og international Relations 


It is clear that there is a need for more minorities 
in the media. This is evident by the low number of 
them in current media operations. It is an 
established fact that they improve the coverage of 
“news” by providing the information currently 
absent in news presentations. If they are used 
correctly they are a great asset to any team. 

What perhaps has not been recognized is that 
they possess certain qualities that make them ideal 
for foreign news coverage. But before elaborating 
this point I shall first enumerate why more 
extensive coverage of foreign news is needed. 


Recruitment 


Recruiting for Fall 73 has already produced 
several hundred requests for applications to the 
Educational Opportunity Program. The Recruiting 
Team of EOP headed by Elena Caro and including 
EOP students and advisors, Anita Ramos, Manuel 
Galeste, Bill Duncan, LeRoy Bell, Nina Villones, 
Rudy Castro, John Vera and Colleen Rodden, have 
visited several high schools in the Sacramento area. 
School’s counselors have begun to call EOP to 
request speakers and applications. Alicady about 
500 applications have gone out and an additional 
500 are expected to be distributed before the end 
of November (1972). 

Recruiting will take place within the immediat? 
Sacramento area. Generally, applicants from 
outside the 30 mile area will have to file three 
letters of recommendation and an explanation of 
their desire or need to attend CSUS.

Before 
delving into these points it is first necessary to

As it stands now, many foreign Nations and 
people are very critical of the problems of the 
United States. Along with others, people are very 
concerned about our racial and ethnic conflicts. In 


this prospective the indications are that the US. is 
hated by many foreigners and their Governments. 

The trend in most countries is t) hate, envy, and 
fear the U.S. This attitude is directed mainly 
towards our Government and leaders, however, 
recently our life style has also come under attack. 
This is a result mainly of misinformation or lack of 
information, dealing with our world. 

To improve this situation it is wise to share our 
“lifehood” with the rest of the world and help to 
bridge this cultural gap. Doing so involves a set of 
subtle tactics which will change the attitudes now 
held by most foreign people. 

In examining the qualities possessed by 
minorities we see numerous examples of 
characteristics they possess which are absent in 
WASP (White-Angio-Saxon-Protestant) reporters. 
It is certain that they are more senstive and 
equipped than their White counterparts. 

Along with these qualities they are also more 
easily accepted than White men. Because of their 
color or nationality they are able to relate and 
communicate with foreigners better. 

it is the opinion of many-particularly minorities 
in this country-that they are more sensitive to 
foreign implications and that they are more likely 
to correctly analyze political ramifications of 
foreign events. 

In terms of adapting into foreign countries, since 
many would have cultural background in the 
country they would be serving they would avoid 
the difficulty of adjusting that accompanies many 
foreign correspondents now. For example: A 
Mexicun-American foreign correspondent from an 
American newspaper would be ideal for covering 
Mexico. First, he probably already speaks and 
knows the country’s language. He is familiar with 
the history and geography of the country. And in 
the event that he doesn’t, he probably is more 
likely to be willing to study and understand the 
country better. He would more likely be accepted 
than some other person and he could probably 
represent the U.S. press in a better light. 

In addition to this, his mere presence will abort 
the beliefs of prejudice now held by many 
non-Americans. He would serve as an excellent 
example of America’s desire for change. Foreigners 
would realize that if one myth - that of racial 
prejeduce - is false then perhaps others too should 
be questioned. 

Continuing with this reasoning, we can see the 
extension of minorities’ viewpoint on international 
affairs and would have the opportunity of seeing 
the missing links that exist now in foreign news | 
coverage. 

In dealing with the question of recruitment of 
these people we see that enthusiasm will be 
generated from the knowledge that these 
opportunities will exist in the field of Journalism. 
Persons normally not interested in Journalism 
would be more apt to consider a career in this field 
if they believed that this outlet was open to them. 

Just as much is missing now in our domestic press 
because of lack of minority representation in the 
field of communications, so too will much be 
absent if we allowed our foreign correspondents to

feacher strikes are an admission by teachers that 
the program within the schools is not the best for 
children. The Mexican-American Education 

Project now in its 4th year at Sacramento State 
University recognizes this condition as being even 
worse for Chicano students. Authorized by the 
Educational Personnel Development Act and 
funded by the United States Office of Education, 
Our project has recruited experienced and 
prospective teachers for the 1972-73 school year, 
to undergo intensive “en bloc” teacher training 
aimed at making changes in teaching the 
Spanish-speaker in the public schools. 

We have created a model for training teachers so 
that they can operate more effectively in a 
classroom with Mexican-American children. The 
program utilizes the applied social sciences to 
develop skills in the teacher enabling him to 
constructively work as an “agent of change” 
within the “culture of schools.” This program 
proposes; (1) to train bilingual, bicultural 
educational leaders as agents of change, (2) to 
institutionally change teacher preparation and 
in-service training, and (3) to develop community 
accountability in educational programs for the 
Spanish-speaking. 

Bilingual, bicultural education is on the threshold 
of new horizons. We feel that our program is 
helping to fill a great need in the field of bilingual, 
bicultural education and would hope to see more 
programs of this nature started around the 
country. A major part of our program is to provide 
participants with an in-depth understanding of the 
cultural background acculturation

Our program has the following main features: (1) 


Substantive classwork on the nature of 
Mexican-American culture, personality, and 
acculturation. (2) Participant observation within 
the Mexican-American community, (3) Intensive 
courses in education for the culturally different, 
(4) Practicums to develop insights and skills gained 
from above, (5) Live-in and travel-study 
opportunities, 

The program is organized in such a fashion that 
formal classwork is always enhanced by direct 
personal observation and experience. Substantive 
courses in the nature of the school system and its 
problems are supported by participant observation 
in the training cluster schools under direct 
supervision. Other courses deal with the culture of 
the Spanish-speaking communities. Study of the 
major problems faced by Chicanos is supported by 
Participant observation in the Mexican American 
community. Community involvement is a 
necessary Component in our training package. The 
criteria for selection insures that our Participants 
have community work as a major concern. 

The Mexican-American Education Project has 
spearheaded the development of Dos Rios 
Demonstration School. This barrio school in the 
greater Sacramento area was selected to 
demonstrate that Chicanos could do well in a 
school where they were respected. In a little over a 
year we have raised the achievement level of the 
students, developed a more practical teacher

The main purpose of the center 
is to provide tutoria! services and 
programs for Pilipino students 
throughout Sacramento. Also 
provided by the center are 
activities that are aimed at 
making the students aware of 
their culture and helping them

generally developed a successful bicultural school. 
At present the parents, the faculty, the students, 
and the Mexican-American Education Project are 
quite proud of their achievements. Visitors are 
welcome at the school and at the 
Mexican-American Education Project Office. 

Although Dos Rios and Symthe Elementary 
Schools in the North Sacramento School District 
are our project's model schools, trainees can do 
work in the other schools such as the Sacramento 
Valley Intercultural Project schools funded under 
ESEA Title VII. These include control and 
experimental classes in the Kindergarten at 
Winters, Holy Angels, and Ethyle Phillips have 
continuing programs in the first, second and third 
grades. 

The particpant’s services to these institutions is a 
two- way street. Graduates and undergraduates 
working in teams in the area of tutoring, in-service 
teacher-training and curriculum development help 
the schools and in return we gain practical 
instructive techniques in bilingual education. 
Because our federal monies were cutback, the 
project's curriculum development laboratory and 
library plus the six-week travel study tour to 
Mexico have been discontinued. The six-week 
travel study tour to Mexico can be arranged but 
only at the expense of the participants. The 
curriculum development laboratory was to be a 
center for the writing and construction of protype 
materials which would attempt to satisfy 
curricular needs not currently in existence in 
public schools. The books remaining from last 
year’s library segment of the laboratory comprise 
the present resources available to students on 
bilingualism, experimental curricula, 
Mexican-American literature and social science 
projects dealing with the Indians of California and

The EOP Policy board is the 
official poiicy maker of the 
program. Its function is to 
determine policy while the 
director administers it. In the 
past, it has usually played a 
dominant as well as varied role 
in the Educational Opportunity 
Program. 

In its early past it had held an 
insignificant and minimal 
position within the EOP’s 
structure. However, as of late, its 





role has been more clearly 
defined and now functions with 
moderate importance. its role 
has ranged from its early 
insignificance to a rather 
dominating body and finally was 
designed to balance its power. 

Its main ingredient is iis 
student input. It is one of the 
few boards on campus which 
maintains such an elaborate 
membership insuring student 
participation. Its student voting 
membership includes a person 
from each of the main ethnic 
student groups, which includes a 
seat for the Blacks, Chicanos, 
Native Americans, and Asians. It 
also has a representative from 
the campus’ student body 
association, and a member from 
the Student relations Board 
(formerly Student A dvisory 
B oard). 

The Board is also made up of 
faculty members and 
administrators from the campus. 
Its meetings are held weekly and 
allow for input from interested 
persons.
